THOSE POOR AGRONOMISTS 
NEW YORK (AP) - A new 


spike for golf shoes caused con- 
siderably less damage to putting 
greens than the conventional 
spike in tests conducted by the 
green section 
of the 
United 


States Goif Association. 


The significant feature of the 


new type is a recessed flange 01 
shoulder, so that only the spike 
protrudes outside the shoe sole. 
The spike in common use has a 
flange outside the sole. The 
flange 
is usually blamed by 


agronomists for causing undue 
compaction of the soil, which 
in turn cab destroy grass. 


The damage caused by three 


types of spike was studied in 
tests conducted under the super- 
vision of Dr. Marvin H. Ferguson, 
national research coordinator of 
the USGA peen section, last

Congress 
Seniority 
Plan Studied

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


special 
committee 
studying 


proposals to make Congress 
more efficient isn't likely to ad- 
vocate any tampering with the 
time-honored seniority system. 


The committee, composed of 


six senators and six representa- 
tives, is combing through 2,063 
pages of testimony and docu- 
ments submitted during hear- 
ings last year. It has until the 
end of this year to make recom- 
mendations. 


"But you can bet," a mem- 


ber said privately today, "that 
whatever recommendations we 
do come up wity, we don't pro- 
pose any substantial changes in 
the seniority system." 


The senirity system provides 


for advancement in Congress 
through the^ process of continued 
re-election and longevity. That 
is why most of the committee 
chairmen are older men. The 
average of a committee chair- 
man is 66. 


While there is nothing in the 


rules saying the seniority sys- 
tem must be followed there is 
an unwritten law supporting it. 


Only once in recent history 


has the system been disregard- 
ed when a promotion was in or- 
der. Last year the House moved 
Rep. John Bell Williams, D- 
Miss., from the No. 2 spon on the 
Interstate 
and Foreign Com- 


merce Committee to the bottom 
of the list. Had that not hap- 
pened, Williams would be chair- 
man today because the chair- 
man last year, Rep. Oren Har- 
ris, D-Ark., resigned to become 
a federal judge. 


The action against Williams 


was a punitive one. He support- 
ed Republican Barry Goldwa- 
ter for the presidency, and his 
Democratic colleagues decided 
to make an example of him.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


commander of the U.S. Pacific 
Fleet says the Communists will 
be hard pVesse^l to support ttysir 
ground forces' if the U.S. N|tVy 
and Air Force keep up the 
heavy bombing of supply and 
infiltration routes in Viet Nam. 


Except for these bombings, 


Adm. Roy L. Johnson told a 
Pentagon news conference Mon- 
day, N»rth Viet Nam and Viet 
Cong troops would "have been 
able to do a great deal more" uf 
the war. 


Johnson said that 3 of t h e 


five attack carriers of the 7th 
Fleet are kept continuously on 
station off the coast of South 
Viet N a m , from where t h e y 
launch air strikes. The Navy 
has about 700 planes in t h e 
Southeast Asian waters, the ad- 
miral said. 


He said that the Air Force 


accounts for about 50 per cent of 
the bombing missions. "One 
service 
could not handle it 


alone," Johnson said.

that bombings will not com* 
pletely stop enemy troop and 
supply 
movements. "I 
don't 


think there is anything like an 
absolute, 100 per cent interdic- 
tion," he told newsmen.

on beef bull testing will be held 
at the Southwest Branch Exper- 
iment Station at Hope on Feb- 
ruary 16, at 1:00 p.m., accord- 
ing to County Agent Calvin Cald- 
well. 


-In addition to the program, 


cattlemen will have an oppor- 
tunity to purchase some of the 
bulls completing this test. There 
will not be an auction sale, but 
bulls can be purchased by deal- 
ing directly with their owners. 


On the program at the test 


barn Dr. C. J. Brown will dis- 
cuss the value of using a good 
bull in herd improvement. Ce- 
cil Bittle will report on results 
of the test, and Robert Hall- 
mark will talk on care and feed 
requirements of young bulls.

Carl E. Lueker will conduct a 
grading demonstration.

Pledges Aid to 
More Nations

KARACHI, Pakistan (AP) - 


Vice President Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey arrived in Pakistan today 
after pledging more U.S. aid to 
Thailand. 


Before leaving by plane for 


Karachi, 
Humphrey 
assured 


Thai Premier Thanom Kiltika- 
chorn that the United States will 
help build up and modernize the 
military forces of his Commu- 
nist-threatened nation. 


The vice president told a re- 


porter food problems will be 
high on the list of topics to be 
discussed with Pakistani lead- 
ers today and with Indian lead- 
ers when he flies on to New Del- 
hi Wednesday. Both nations are 
suffering severe food shortages 
because of drought. 


Humphrey indicated he would 
also give Pakistani Pesidenl^ 
Mohamed Ayub Khan a pat on 
the back for reaching a truce 
agreement with the late Prime 
Minister Lai Bahadur Shastri of 
India. 


U.S. 
officials said they have 


been informed that Ayub Khan 
has found himself i npolitical 
difficulties at home because of 
the agreement hammered out 
with India last month in the So- 
viet city of Tashkent. 


In India, Humphrey said he 


will discuss plans for sending 
food for that country's starving 
millions. India reportedly hopes 
to get 19 million tons of U.S. 
wheat, but current 
prospects 


indicate the United States may 
nit be able to furnish more than 
12 million tons. 


The vice president said there 


is a misconception that the 
United States still has a huge 
wheat surplus on hand under its 
farm price support program. 
The only big surplus commodity 
in U.S. government storehouses, 
he said, is cotton. 


The U.S. pledge to step up 


military aid for Thailand was 
contained in a joint commu- 
nique Humphrey and Thanom 
issued at the windup of the vice 
president's visit to the Southeast 
Asian kingdom. 


The two leaders said they 


agreed that steps already takes 
to improve Thai security had 
proved valuable "but that fur- 
ther strengthening of security 
forces was an urgent neces- 
sity." 


The vice president spent a 


hectic 12 hours Monday inspect- 
ing Thai development projects 
during a 700-mile round trip to 
Laos to reassure Premier Sou- 
vanna Phouma that the United 
States is determined to coninue 
supporting Southeast Asian na- 
tions against Red encroach- 
ment.
